WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Some time ago The Times 
printed a brief dispatch from Washing- 
ton which this statement was made: 
“Within the next few days it will be 
known whether the Nicaragua Canal 
Bill will be passed at this session of 
Congress, or not.” Though the infor- 
mation has been delayed, the fact is 
now known that the canal bill will be 
passed. By whom this was decreed 
the correspondent is not at Uberty to 
state, but the wheels have been set in 
motion, and today, when the House 
Committee on Commerce had a meet- 
ing, the first steps were made in the 
fight which will „ waged during the 
coming months. 

There is only one Nicaragua Canal 
Bill in sight to be acted upon, and 
that is the bill drawn by Representa- 
tive Hepburn of Iowa, and called 
Hepburn Bill. It provides for g. 
mental construction and ownership of 
the canal, and . 
Commerce Committee, with one ex- 
poop favors this bill, and nearly 
ev member of that committee at to- 
day's meeting favored the proposition 


But there are other things that tan- 
dle matters. Not long ago there was 
organized in the State of New Jersey 
A corporation for the purpose of pur- 
chasing French interests in the Pan- 
ama Canal. That New Jersey corpora- 
tion got into the committee-room with 
its potent influence and glittering ar- 
ray of financial names today, and 
caused a postponement of the action 
that otherwise would have been taken 
upon the spot. The Times correspond- 
ent is just back from New Tork. 
whither he went to find out something 
about this New Jersey Panama Canal 
corporation and its purposes. There 
seems to be nothing to the New Jer- 
sey corporation but names, and its 
sole purpose appears to be to sen 
something which it does not own to the 
United States government. Here is 
the way this tangle stands, as nearly 
as can be figured out: 

The original French Panama Cans! 
Company sold its stock to the French 
people and started to build a canal. It 
failed, and some of its promoters were 
locked up. Afterward, this original 
Panama company sold its interests in 
the canal to a new company, but did 
not get any cash by making the sale. 
It did, however, get a promise from 
the company that % per cent. of the 
profits of the canal under the opera- 
tions of the new company should be 
set aside and paid to the stockholders 
in the old company till they all had 
been paid off. Those were the condi- 
tions under which the transfer of the 
canal was made. This new company 
is the one that owns the Panama Ca- 
nal at the present time. Now comes 
this New Jersey corporation, which 
proposes to buy from the Panama Ca- 
nal Company a canal which it does 
not own, owing to the fact that the 
stockholders in the original company 
still have vast claims upon it, and, in 
turn, sell the canal to the United 
States. 

So at today’s meeting of the House 
Committee on Commerce word was 
received from the present Panama Ca- 
nal Company that it would like to be 
heard before the committee, and the 
committee decided to give it a hear- 
ing a week from next Friday. The 
Times correspondent learned in New 
Tork that the Panama people will 
me here and tell the committee that 
if the United States will buy a ma- 
jority interest in the stock of the 
French company, that concern will 
turn over to this New Jersey corpora- 
tion the balance of the stock, making. 
the whole thing under American own- 
ership and under government con- 
trol by virtue of the fact that the 
government will own a majority of the 


stock. 

No man could explain how the 
stockholders in the original and 
“busted” Panama company were go- 
ing to get their pay, which they can 
demand under the terms upon which 
the canal was transferred to the — 
company. At present, this appears to 
be an exact outline of the propositon 
which the Panama people will make, 
and their only object in making it is 
to befuddle the mind of Congress so 
as to prevent action upon the Nica- 
ragua Canal, in the vague hope that 
at some future time they can get the 
government interested in their canal 
route. However, it will fail.

SICKNESS OF BARNET. 


Physician Attributes it to Diphtheria 
While Chemist Testifies to Finding

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—Interest did 
not lag for a moment today in the 
trial of Roland B. Molineux for the 
murder of Mrs. Katharine J. Adams. 
Three of the witnesses called gave 
testimony concerning the sickness of 
Henry C. Barnet, who died at the 
Knickerbocker Athletic Club in the 
fall of 1898, and who, the prosecution 
claims, was poisoned by cyanide of 
mercury contained ina Kutnow powder. 
The prosecution was also enabled to 
introduce the marriage certificate of 
Roland B. Molineux and Blanche 
Cheseborough, the alleged purpose of 
offering it being to fix the age of 
Molineux. In one of the letters asking 
for a patent medicine signed H. C. 
Barnet,” the writer gave his age. It

the poison package addressed, and the 
Barnet and “Cornish” letters as all 
written by Molineux. All the testimony 
today strengthened the prosecution's 
ease, except that Barnet’s attending 
sician, while conceding that there 
been mercury poisoning, insisted 
that the cause of death was heart fail- 
ure following diphtheria. He was 
asked: “You ve no doubt that 
Barnet'’s death was due to diphtheria?” 
and replied: “I am just as sure as I 
can be that Barnet’s death was due 
to diphtheria, with symptoms of mer- 
curial stomatitis.” 

Guy E. R. Ellison, chemist, testified 
that he had reserved some of the mys- 
terious powder taken from the box in 
Barnet’s room, and was sent to his 


office for the powder, and for ap- 
paratus to t. He made a 
demonstration before the jury, show- 


ing, the witness said, that mercury 
was present. 

Charies C. H a member of the 
Knickerbocker ub, testified that he 
had revealed to Molineux a statement 
made by Cornish that he (Molineux) 
had made money by selling liquor in 
a disreputable way. 

“What did Molineux say? 

“He said it was an outrage, and an 
employé should not 
make such statements.” 

Witness then told how Molineux 
complained to the board of governors 
of the club of Cornish slandering him. 
and also complained of the condition of 


the baths, which were under Cornish’s ; 


charge. 
When Hughes left the stand and 
around behind the jury box, 
Molineux turned around in his seat and 
bowed and smiled to him with a great 
show of cordiality. Hughes returned his 
bow and smiled at the defendant as he 
walked to his seat among the specta- 
tors. 

Joseph Farrell, a Newark policeman, 
testified to meeting and speaking to 
Molineux, December 1, 1898. in New 
ark, near the store of Hartcen & Co., 
where the sliver bottle Holder that 
contained the poison received by Cor- 
— is supposed to have been pur- 
chased. 

Gilbert B. Sayers, ying teller of the 
National Shoe and Leather Bank, was 
positive in his identification of the pol- 
son package address, the admitted 
Molineux letters and 
and “Cornish” letters as having been 
written by the same person. He had 
studied the handwriting for two weeks, 
he said, and began the study believing 
Molineux innocent. 

“IT have to be very careful,” said 
the witness. “for the paying out of 
thousands of dollars rests on my judg- 
ment. I have examined these writings 
and am very sure that my opinion is 
correct. All the writings are very much 
alike. The di are very trans- 
parent.” 

Court adjourned until tomorrow, 
when it is expected that Joseph Koch, 
the letter-box man, will identify Mo- 
lineux as his patron.

the same as those contained in 
the twelfth section of the act of July 
12, 1882. The purpose of the section as 
a whole is to give certain and active 
monetary use to the large and increas- 
ing amount of gold in the country. 

“The fifth section provides that no 
United States notes or Treasury notes 
shall hereafter be lesued or reissued in 
denominations of less than $10, and all 
such notes of a smaller denomination, 
whenever red . be cance 
and notes of $10 or upward substituted 
therefor. It also provides that no sil- 
ver certificates of a higher denomina- 
tion than $10 shall be issued. 

“The sixth section of the substitute 
gives to the Secretary of the Treasury 
power to convert a portion of the na- 
tional debt into bonds bearing 2 per 
cent. interest. The proposition contem- 
plates a profitable anticipation of inter- 
est payments and consequent reduction 
of the public debt. 

“In order to.induce the holders of the 
outstanding bonds to consent to the 
conversion proposed, and in considera- 
tion of the reduction of interest effected, 
the tary of the Treasury is 
authorized to pay them in exchange a 
sum not greater than the present worth 
of such bonds, computed to yield an in- 
come of 2% per cent. per annum, and 
their par value. The surplus in the 
treasury over and above the amount re- 
quired for an adequate working balance 
and for the reserved fund created by 
this bill would allow the Secretary to 
pay without difficulty the $88,900.000 
which would be required to effect this 
reduction of interest. 

“In fact. under present conditions 
and with the necessity confronting us 
of more promptly turning current re- 
ceipts back into the channels of bust 
ness. the payments suggested would 
afford welcome relief from dangerous 
congestion.”

“We believe it is impossible to over- 
estimate the advantage whch would ac- 
crue to the United States from placing 
its national debt upon a? per cent. ba- 
sis and keeping its obligations issued 
at thie rate at par in the markets of 
the world. 0 One of the principal! 
reasons which led the committee to rec. 
ommend this plan of conversion wae 
that the bonds suggested would be 
much more desirable as a basis for na- 
tional bank note circulation than the 
outstanding securities. It is the duty 
of Congress, in the pubile interest, to ao 
modify the National Banking Act as 
to give to the banking associations an 
opportunity to issue currency with a 
reasonable profit.

SCHROEDER OPENS ARGUMENT. 
tA. F. DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON Jan. 4—The Roberts 
Investigating Committee resumed its 
sessions today for the purpose of hear- 
ing arguments and bringing the inquiry 
to an early conclusion. It was ex- 
pected that ex-Secretary John G. Car- 
lisle would be present to sum up the 
case against Mr. Roberts, and that Mr. 
Roberts personally would make the ar- 
gument in his own behalf. Word came 
from Mr. Carlisle, however, that he 
had not understood his personal pres- 
ence was desired, but he was ready to 
submit written arguments on any of the 
questions involved. 

Chairman Tayler stated that the 
statement of a witness absent in Utah 
had been received, but as Mr. Roberts 
declined to admit it in an informal! 
manner, the matter would have to be 
taken up later. 

Mr. Roberts said he wished to pre- 
sent matter tending to show the un- 
trustworthiness of witnesses appearing 
against him. It included a published 
card signed by Thomas J. Brandon, dis- 
claiming having given out certain in- 
formation relative to Roberts: also 
court records, in which Roy Brandon 
was a party. Mr. Roberts also offered a 
telegram from the proprietors of the 
Salt Lake Herald, concerning the tes- 
timony of Mr. McDanieis. yler ex- 
cluded the telegram, however, saying 
there was no color of right or propriety 
in receiving a telegram as testimony, in 
view of Mr. Roberts's refusal to admit 
the statement of the absent Utah wit- 
ness by letter. 

Mr. Schroeder, head of the Gentile 
delegation here to oppose Roberts, then 
opened the argument against Roberts. 
The argument was largely technical, 
was divided under three heads, 
vis.: First, whether or not the mem- 
ber-elect has the constitutional quali- 
fications, including citizenship; second, 
whether or not the constitutional pro- 
visions as to citizenship include one 
who has impaired his citizenship by 
crime or unlawful status, and whether 
Mr. Roberts has so impaired his citizen- 
ship; third, whether a member-elect 
has the statutory qualifications, and 
whether the House has the power to 
establish qualifications beyond those in 
the Constitution. 

Mr. Schroeder read from many law 
books concerning these pro tions. 
“The evidence clearly shows,“ pro- 
ceeded Mr. Schroeder, “that since 1880 
Mr. Roberts has been in the status 
of a polygamist, and the question is 
as to the effect of this status.” 

He said that while Utah was a Ter- 
ritory there was no doubt as to Rob- 
erts'’s disfranchisement under the Ed- 
munds-Tucker Act. And when Utah 
was admitted to Statehood, Mr. 
Schroeder contended that Mr. Rob. 
erts's citizenship was still impaired. 
The status of polygamy was such that 
Roberts could not relieve himself from 
it without some affirmative act. 

As to the right of the House to ex- 
clude, Mr. Schroeder said: 

“Suppose a raving maniac should 
present himself at the bar of the 
House and ask admission on proper 
credentials, could not the House, in 
self-protection, deny him admission? 

“Suppose a man afflicted with lep- 
rosy presented himself, would not the 
House have power to keep him out?” 

Mr. Schroeder said Roberts had ad- 
mitted his relationship with his plural 
wives. He had publicly said he would 
be —— if he would give up his wives.

Business.

Contracts b roads with vate 
car-line owners give the rallroads con- 
trol of the cars. These contracts were 
made with the Parific Coast railroads, 
who allowed the car-line manager a 
certain amount of freedom in the — 
ration of his cars on eastern roads. Cer- 
tain fruit-shipping firms had interests. 
also, in private cars, and loaded their 
own cars exclusively. They controlled. 
through rebates, the routing of other 
shippers. With this amount of busi- 
ness they would go to an eastern line 
and demand a certain allowance per 
car, working one road against another, 
and were generally successful. The 
eastern lines complained about this 
condition, but there being so many of 
them, they were unable to hold out 
against it. The firms havi car-line 
arrangements would enter the field in 
competition with other shippers in Call- 
fornia to secure oranges, and were on 
a better basis, and it was an object for 
the firm having a car-line arrangement 
to increase its business just as much 
as ble. This state of affairs 
brought bitter complaints from other 
shippers to railroad managers, and be- 
tween the roundabout routes that could 
get no business except they made an 
Inducement, and the rallroads that at- 
tempted to meet competition independ- 
ent of the car lines, and the car-line 
managers seeking to control a large 
amount of shipments, the business got 
into a very demoralized conditlon. and 
after a very careful consideration of 
the entire question, which has been un- 
der discussion more or less for the past 
two years, the conclusion arrived gt 
was that the only solution would be for 
the initial carrier in California to con- 
trol the routing of shipments of citrus 
fruit through to destination, tak- 
ing the routing out of the hands 
of the shippers and the car lines, and 
giving every railroad connecting with 
California roads to understand that 
they must look to the railroad for their 
share of the citrus fruit shipments, and 
not to the car line or shipper, thereby 
compelling every railroad to absolutely 
maintain rates, and putting every 
shipper on an equality. 

The routes used by California lines 
to eastern destinations are the same 
that the shippers have routed over for 
a number of years, and are all stand- 
ard lines in the traffic. The intention 
is to give to every shipper the de-

ANIMATED DEBATE OVER HERING’S 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 
— — 


the Report of the Engineer is Fool- 
ish, Unscientific ani Unsanitary. 


The Sewer Committee of the Coun- 
cli met in the committee room at the 
City Hall yesterday morning for the 
purpose of considering the recom- 
mendations made in the recent report 
of the expert sanitary engineer, Ru- 
dolph Hering. Public annqungement of 
the meeting was made, and all those 
who wished to discuss the matters 
treated in the report were invited to 
‘appear before the committee, but there 
were few people present. The three 
members of the committee, Councilmen 
Pessel. Toll and Vetter, together with 
Councilmen Lauder, Pierce and Todd 
and City Engineer Olmsted were on 
hand to hear what might be said re- 
the report, or suggested in the 
line of improving present sewer condi- 
dions. A few citizens, ated about the 
g@eom, completed the gathering. 
Councilman Toll began proceedings 
reading aloud the full text of En- 
he. Hering’s report, which required 
considerable time, as the document is 
woluminous. All present gave careful 
attention. When the reading was con- 
eluded Chairman Pessell asked if there 
Was any one present who wished to 
comment on the recommendations of 
the report. William Henderson, who 
introduced himself as a plumber of 
forty years’ experience ip practical 
work, opened the ball with a voluble ti- 
rade against Engineer Hering’s report. 
He began by saying that he came be- 
fore the committee to protest against 
pending a dollar of the people's money 
in f wing out the ridiculous, unsci- 
entific and unsanitary recommeng¢a- 
tions of the report. Laying a well- 
thumbed copy of The Times containjng 
the report upon the table, the speaker 
proceeded to take up and discuss the 
various subheads of the report. He 
continued to speak for nearly an hour 
concerning what he termed the fool- 
ish. nonsensical, idiotic and utterly im- 
possible character of the recommenda- 


ns. 

The principal points made by the en- 
gineer were taken up and elucidated for 
the benefit of.the members of the com- 
mittee, and an effort was made by the 
speaker to explain wherein they were 
at fault. At times he became very 
much wrought up and a perfect torrent 
of words, in which scientific terms 
were plentifully intermixed, was show- 
ered upon the members of-the com- 
mittee. The Councilmen concerned 
themselves chiefly in an attempt to 
preserve their gravity and show a rea- 
sonable acquaintance with “traps,” 
“drops,” “deadheads,”” “vents,” and the 
like, which were frequently referred to 
by the speaker. 

Henderson seemed inspired with an 
honest conviction that his theory was 
the right one. but it is extremely doubt- 
ful whether he succeeded in making it 
perfectly clear, in the course of his 
talk, to any member present just what 
he thought ought to be done. Council- 
man Toll was frank in acknowleag- 
ing that he did not understand what 
Henderson wanted. He asked the 
pen“ « if he would explain in a few 
words what he desired to recommend 
to the committee. In the course of the 
crose-questioning that followed it was 
brought out that the plumber believed 
that the entire svstem should be 
sealed tightly so that no air could gain 
ingress or egress except at certain des- 
ignated points, such as the settling 
chamber and the place where the sewer 
empties into the sea. He also favored 
the use of a house trap to be placed on 
the connections just below the last 
“branch.” or pipe, leading to the out- 
let. This. according to the speaker, 
would provide a vacuum between the 
house and the public sewer in the 
street. 

The strong point urged in favor of 
the trap was that less air would be 
forced into the sewer. It was claimed 
that with the trap but two gallons of 
air would be displaced by the same 
amount of water, and that in passing 


through the vacuum in the pipes only 
that amount of uir would be forced 
Into the general system. On the other 
hand, where the water rushed through 
a pipe filled with air, a column of air 
Just the size of the pipe was forced into 
the public sewer, there to become con- 
taminated and later to find egress to 
the detriment of the public's olfactory 
nerves. It was asserted that the in- 
Jurtous gas was one and a half times 
as heavy as air, and that where it was 
not present in too great quantities it 


was absorbed by the liquid elements“ 


and the poisonous feature removed. 
When asked why the gas did not seek 
an outlet at the seaward end of the 
outfall, instead. of through manholes, 
if it was so much heavier than air, 
Henderson said that such would be the 
case if “drops” and similar obstruc- 
tions did not intervene between the 
city and the outlet.

We now have a mile of 
tunnel included in the outfall sewer 
that is subjected to the identical con- 
ditions that Mr. Henderson advocates. 
There is no ventilafion, and the mortar 
and metal work is rapidly deteriorating 
—@o fast, in fact, that unless some- 
thing is done I believe the sewer will 
collapse inside of a few years: All the 
manholes should be thrown open. In- 
stead of ventilating at a few points let 
us ventilate at many points. 

“Sewer gas will find an outlet some- 
where. But a few days ago an explo- 
sion of sewer gas occurred at Knox- 


gas does not generally fall. It is, as 
a rule, lighter than the air and rises. 

Hering, who presents this re- 
port, is at the head of the profession. 
He is a reputable man and an eminent 
authority. He was consulting engineer 
when the sewer system was devised, 
and is well calculated to epeak on local 
conditions. I do not believe that any 
weight should be placed on Mr. Hen- 
derson’s theory. If his ideas were 
taken up, it would be necessary to 
abandon all the provisions that the 
best engineers have devised regarding 
sewers.

“To the Committee on Sewers of the 
City Counci]—Gentiemen: You invite 
opinions on sewer gas, etc. Having 
somewhat of an interest in Los An- 
geles, and having been one of the com- 
mission of engineers (while I was ty 
Engineer,) who made the first surveys 
and report on a modern system of 
sewerage of Los Angeles (see report 
in city archives,) I beg leave to sug- 
gest that the plan now in vogue of 
preventing the sewer gas from escap- 
ing is one of the most dastardly acts 
ever perpetrated on a community, 

“With the experience of the outfall 
sewer (in the plan of which one of the 
greatest engineering crimes of the 
century is perpetrated,) | wonder why 
you ask advice on the question of 
whether the sewer gas is to be con- 
fined or rele 

“By all means release the sewer 

into the open air as soon as pos- 
sible after it generates, and as near 
the point of its generation as possible. 
Contrast the sewerage system (or 
rather, lack of system,) of Chicago and 
Los Angeles. 

“Chicago is forced (until its drainage 
canal is open) to retain its liquid and 
solid sewage within the city, in one 
vast, elongated open cesspool, miles 
in length, while In Los Angeles you 
plan the reverse of the conditions that 
obtain in Chicago, viz., you plan to 
get rid of the liquid and solid sewage 
and retain more deadly element, 
sewer cas.” 

When this communication had been 
read, the whole question was taken 
under advisement until this morning, 
at which time the committee will in- 
vestigate the matter of flush tanks. 
The City Engineer and the Street Su- 
perintendent have been requested to 
report at that time on the existing con- 
ditions with reference to tanks. 


DETENTION HOSPITAL. 
WILL IT EVER BE BUILT? 


The special committee of the Council 
which, in conjunction with the Finance 
Committee, has had the matter of a 
detention hospital under consideration 
for over six months, does not evince 
any design of taking immediate action. 
The necessity of such an institution 
was again brought to the attention of 
some of the Councilmen yesterday by 
Health Officer Powers. 

Some weeks ago a lady in straight- 
ened circumstances came to Los An- 
geles from Texas. She took one room 
in a lodging-house in the Southern part 
of the city, and sent her young son to 
the public school. A few days ggo the 
boy was taken sick with typhoid fever. 
The room was immediately quaran- 
tined, but it was impossible to keep the 
woman closely confined in the one 
apartment, and the other inmates of 
the house became alarmed. Yesterday 
they proposed to the Health Officer 
that if he would move the woman and 
her child to some other location and 
provide for her board they would pay 
the rent of a cottage. This was agreed 
to, provided a suitable cottage could 
be found. No section of the city, how- 
ever lowly, wants an infectious disease 
meved into its midst, and the matter 
was so perplexing that the Health Of- 
ficer spoke to several of the Council- 
men about it. He said that similar 
cases occurred frequently and those 
who kept hotels and lodging-houses 
were often put to expense and a loss of 
business which would not necessary 
if a suitable detention hospital, bullt 
with detached cottages, were provided 
for the city. Cases of fever and diph- 
theria could not be taken to the pres- 
ent hospital, through fear that in some 
way the patient might be infected with 
smalipox. 

Health Officer Powers, Mayor Maton 
and many others favor the erection of 
a detention hospital on land belonging 
to the city in the First and Ninth 
Wards, once the site of a city reser- 
voir. Councilmen Pierce and Dien 
chard are opposed to any such s lee 
tion, and for political reasons the rest 
of the Council refuse to consider the 
proposition. The people of the vicin- 
ity have dectared that they will burn 
the hospital if it is erected there, and 
their representatives in the Council 


have been informed that their tical 
life depends on their ability to p the 
pesthouse outside tt ese wards. Mayor 
Eaton believes the Cast Side location a 
good one because the city would not 
have to pay a fancy price for land, 
and the money thus saved could be 
used for equipping the hospital. Some 
action may be taken eventually, but 
the Councilmen now run like scared 
wolves whenever the subject is 
broached.

HOME PLACE AWAY. 
. 
Court Holds That Nora O’Laverty 
and Her Husband Have No Right to 
the Conveyance That the Old Lady 
in Her Incompetence Gave to Them 
Just Prior to Her Death. 


Judge Fitzgerald yesterday concluded 
the litigation over a part of the estate of 
Mrs. Julia Collins by giving judgment 
for plaintiff in the suit brought by 


Thomas J. Collins, her administrator, 


against Nora O’Laverty and her hus- 
band, J. J. O’Laverty. The action 
was commenced to set aside a deed 
to Mrs. Collins's home place on Six 
teenth street. This property is said to 
be worth $5000. The conveyance was 
to the O’Lavertys, and the allegation 
was made that just prior to her death 
she was under the influence of them 
to such an extent that they compelled 
her to deed them her home property. 

Mrs. Collins was 72 years old. She 
left no will, although her estate is 
worth perhaps $40, She had lived 
in this city for about twenty years. So 
inca itated by ill-health was she in 
her latter years, ran the testimony at 
the trial that has just concluded, that 
she never did any business without 
the assistance of a confidential ad- 
viser. Not only was she infirm of body, 
but algo vacillating in mind, and easily 
influenced. She could neither read nor 
write, and was addicted to the use of 
intoxicating liquors. 

The theory of the plaintiff in the 
case, who was a son, was that the 
O' Lavertys—comparative strangers— 
worked a deliberate scheme to entice 
his mother away from home and get 
her into their toils. Pretending that 
they desired her to come into town to 

on a small bond for them in a 
ustice’s court, they inveigied her to 
a lodging-house, it is alleged, and 
compelled her to stay there almost 
three weeks, against her will, until her 
death. 

They are said even to have failed 
to notify her sons that she was sick. 
After her death the O’Lavertys showed 
the deed, which they held to the Col- 
lins home place, but the sons refused 
to vacate and held the fort. 

The O’Lavertys aver that they did 
nothing in any way to influence the 
old woman, or defraud her out of her 
property; she gave it to them of her 
own free will. They vigorously deny 
that she was incompetent or ignorant, 
— that any sort of fraud was prac- 
t 

But Judge Fitzgerald could not see 
it all in exactly that light, and yes- 
terday ordered the deed set aside. 


MISSING DEPUTY. 
AUDITOR'S BROTHER DISMISSED. 

A new deputy has been appointed in 
the County Auditor's office to succeed 
Elmer E. Nichols, whose position be- 
came vacant by reason of his having 
overstayed his leave of absence: 
Nichols, who is a brother of County 
Auditor T. E. Nichols, secured leave 
of absence about two weeks ago to be 
married, and, failing to return with the 
new year, his brother declared his of- 
fice vacant and appointed F. P. Frost 
in his place. The young lady of 
Nichols’s choice is said to reside at 
Compton, but it is believed that he was 
not married as he planned, and is on 
a protracted spree instead. : 

Meantime several warrant-shavers 
have presented demands for his De- 
eember salary, each claiming that it 
was sold to him. Auditor Nichols has 
held up the demands, hoping to hear 
the exact state of affairs from nis 
brother. It is believed that he is in- 
volved in debt to the extent of $300 or 
$400. The face value of his last month's 
warrant is $80. 

Nichols is a man past 40 years of 
age, a widower, and the father of a lit- 
tle daughter, now 12 years old, who 
lives with her grandmother in this city. 
He has lived uptown in lodgings, and 
would take his meals wherever it 
chanced to be most convenient. 

The father of the missing man was 
John G. Nichols, the first Mayor of 
Los Angeles, and B. Nichols, a 
brother, is a very successful mining 
man of Mexico. Auditor Nichols is 
very much grieved at his brother's be- 
havior, although he does not believe 
that he has skipped out, inasmuch as 
no reason exists, so far as known, why 
he should do so. It was even rumored 
yesterday that he had been seen on the 
streets the previous evening. 

“My brother, says Auditor Nichols, 
“may have intended to secure an ex- 
tension of time within which to aui 
date his liabilities. It is possible that 
he did not anticipate the presentation 
of conflicting claims during his ab- 
sence, and it is also possible that the 
sum of his indebtedwess for any 
month's salary, though to different per- 
sons, does not exceed the amount of 
his earnings. I am eager to learn 
where he is. The demands of the brok- 
ers are void on their face—so holds the 
Supreme Court.”

PARK CLOSED UP. 
RESIDENTS WANT IT OPENED. 
Quite a little sensation has been 

stirred up in the Aldine Square tract, 
which is situated just south of the city 
limits and east on Alameda street. A 
petition signed by thirty-eight prop- 
erty owners was read to the Board of 
Supervisors yesterday, asking that the 
owners of the tract, who are Stockton 
men, be compelled to take down a 
barbed-wire fence that has been put up 
around the Aldine Park. The position 
is taken by the petitioners that the 
park belongs to the county, and when 
a map of the tract was filed, it de- 
came public property. 

The owners of the tract, on the other 
hand, aver that for a long time past 
they have been paying taxes on the 
property in question and believe that 
they can do whatever they like whats 
The District Attorney, however is 
the opinion that the park belongs to 
the county. and the wire f 
come down.

J. Baldwin, otherwise 
known as “Lucky” Baldwin, to re 
cover $925 on two unsecured promisso 
notes executed on June 2, 1899, with in- 
terest at 7 per cent. 


BIG MORTGAGE FORECLOSED. 
The foreclosure suit brought by H. H. 
Markham against the International 
Puimonary Company and others to re- 
cover on a $16,000 promissory note, ter- 
minated yesterday. The action as 
against the Pulmonar Company had 
been dismissed, and Judge York gave 
judgment against the First National 
Bank of Pasadena, Gregory Perkins, as 
trustee of the estate of the San Gabriel 
Sanitarium Company, and J. W. Me- 
Cauley for the amount prayed for.

WINS OUT. 


NEW YORK LIFE GETS WOLF- 
SOHN INSURANCE MONEY. 


Public Administrator Kellogg Pays Over 
to the Company the 910000 Pre- 
mium on the Life of Aaron 
Wolfsoha. 


End of One of the Most Sensational and 
Peculiar Contests Ever Known 


The mountain has gone to Mahomet. 
In other words, Public Administrator 
Kellogg has capitulated to the New 
York Life Insurance Company and has 
turned over to Attorney Ed. O'Bryan 
of Chicago the $10,000 which has been 
in his possession as the proceeds of a 
life insurance policy issued to Aaron 
Wolfsohn, and paid by the company to 
the Public Administrator upon satis- 
factory proof of the death of Wolf- 
sohn and identification of the corpse 
by the company’s agent and physician 
at Los Angeles. To be more exact, the 
amount repaid to the company yes- 
terday afternoon was $8588.57. The re- 
mainder, amounting to $1411.43, was 
deducted and withheld in settlement 
of attorney fees and expenses. 

Just what arguments the astute 
lawyer from Chicago brought to bear 
upon Public Administrator Kellogg to 
induce him to change ,his mind in re- 
gard to demanding fuller proof as to 
the identity of Aaron Wolfsohn, is not 
known. The contract, given by the 
insurance company to the Public Ad- 
ministrator, while voluminous and ex- 
haustive, is silent on this point. 

The contract bears date of January 
4, 1900, and is by and between the New 
York Life Insurance Company, a cor- 
= with its principal place of 

ness in the city of New York, part 
of the first part, and C. G. Kellogg, — 
dividually, and C. G. Kellogg, Public 
Administrator of Los Angeles county, 
and administrator of the estate of 
Aaron Wolfsohn. The instrument then 
recites in detail the fact of the issu- 
ance to Aaron Wolfsohn of insurance 
policy, No. 934,709; the death of a man 

a Main-street lodging-house, Los 
Angeles, on the Zist day of July, 1899; 
the identification of the deceased by 8. 
A. D. Jones, agent for the company 
and the demand for and receipt by 
Public Administrator Kellogg of the pol- 
icy of insurance, and later the payment 
to the administrator of the face of the 
policy, after the requisite proofs of 
death and identification of the de- 
ceased as Wolfsohn had been pre- 
sented and approved. 

The contract goes on to relate that 
“on the 20th day of November, A.D. 
1899, the party of the first part claimed 
to have information that the assured 


Aaron Wolfsohn was alive, but, owing 


to his subsequent dismppearance, was 
unable to produce him at that time 

Under the next “whereas” of the 
contract appears a stipulation between 
the company and the administrator, by 
which it appears that it had been 
agreed that certain expenses Incurred 
in establishing the identity of Wolf- 
sohn were to be jointly borne by the 
parties of the first and second parts 
in case Wolfsohn was shown to be 
dead, but that the company agreed to 
bear the entire expense in case he was 
found to be alive. It is then shown 
that the company has produced before 
the administrator “a person alive 
whom it claimed to de the assured 
Arron Wolfsohn, and who the party 
of the second part is convinced by the 
proofe adduced by the party of the 
first part, is, in fact, said Aaron Wolf- 
sohn, the insured,“ and has produced 
a telegram from Benjamin Wolfsohn. 
father of the ireured and sole heir to 
the estate of Aarcn Wolfsohn, releas- 
ing all claims tu the estate. 

It is then agreed by the company 
that the Public Administrator is en- 
titled to withhold the sum of $1411.43 
in repayment to him of money ad- 
vanced for expenses and for attorney 
fees. The company then agrees to ac- 
cept the remainder, amounting to 
$8588.57 in full payment of its claim 
against the Public Administrator. It 
further agrees to hold the party of 
the second part harmiess on account 
of the premises and of the payment «f 
the said sum, and to protect and hold 
him harmless from and on account of 
all suites and every and all litigation, 
contests or other rroceedings conc 'rn- 
ine the said $10.%0, whether con- 
menced or maintained by any alleged 
heirs or creditors of said estate, or any 
other person or persons either in the 
probate department of the Super or 
Court of the county of Los Angeles, or 
any other court or courts, so that the 
party of the second part shall not, 
either in his individual or in any omf- 
cial capacity be allowed to suffer any 
expense or loss “n account of the said 
sum of $10,000. or on account of any 
claim by any person that the said 
deceased was in fan Aaron Wolfrohn, 
the insured under she polis: afore- 
said.” 

The company further agrees to s- 
sume the burden of all contests and 
controversies directly or intirectly in- 
volving the question as to insured ond 
deceased being the tame person, and to 


make goo! to the Public Admin'strator 
any expenses or losses which mig it! 


be Incurred by him by reason of hav- 
Ing pald the money into the hands of 
the company, and to furnish him 
within twenty days a rood and suffi- 
cient formal. written release of all his 
Interest, rights. or claims in or to the 
said sum of 810 00a, siened and exe- 
cuted by Benjamin Wolfsohn and ac- 
knowledged before a notary public in 
due form “if the same can be obtained, 
and if any suit or suits are brought 
as above, notice shall be given the 
company through the local manacer in 
Los Angeles. and then the company 
shall take full and complete charge of 
such matters and suits.” 

The contract is signed for the New 
Tork Life Insurance Company bv Fa- 
ward O'’Rrvan, attorney and duly au- 
thorized agent.” 

Accompanying the contract are 
numerous affidavits tending to estah- 
lish the Identity of Wolfsohn. The 
first is from Aaron himeelf and is at- 
tached to a photograph which he 
ewears is his own, ard was taken in 
Chicago, November 19, 1899. He fur- 
ther swears that he is the identical 
Aaron Wolfsohn who was insured by 


the New York Life under policy No. 


934,708 for $10,000. 


The second affidavit is from Rosa 
Blumenthal, Woilfsohn’s cousin and 
financée. It recites that the affiant 
was informed on or about August 1, 
1899, that Aaron had committed sui- 
cide in Los Angeles, and that she be- 
lieved him dead and mourned him as 
such until November 19 of the same 
year, when he appeared at her father's 
house and discussed with her father 
the report of his having committed 
suicide. She positively identifies him 
as her cousin and states that she 
knows of her own knowledge that 
Aaron Wolfsohn is not dead. 

A peculiar fact in this connection is 
that Wolfsohn did not commuhicate 
with his intended bride between 
August 1 and November 19. Miss 
Blumenthal’s affidavit bears date of 
December 21, and is sworn to before 
N. Hanchette, notary public. Hanch- 
ette is the Chicago lawyer who tried 
to hold up the insurance company for 
$2500 for producing proof of the fact 
that Wolfsohn was alive. 

The affidavit of Siegfried Blumen- 
thal, uncle of Woilfsohn, recites at con- 
siderable length the circumstances of 
the appearance of Aaron at his resi- 
dence in Chi on the 19th day of 
November, 1899; the execution to 
Blumenthal of a power of attorney 
authorizing said Blumenthal, To act 
in the matter of the false report of 
his, the said Aaron Wolfsohn’s death 
by suicide, alleged to have occurred 
on or about the 30th day of July A.D. 
1899, in the city of Los Angeles, and 
State of California.” The affidavit 
also states that at the same time 
Aaron Wolfsohn executed an affidavit 
declaring that he was not the man 
who committed suicide in Los Angeles 
on or about July 30; that the affiant 
discussed the matter of the suicide 
with said Aaron Wolfsohn and also 
talked the matter over with him with 
reference to the insurance policy, and 
ascertained from him that he was the 
identical party who had made appii- 
cation for a policy of $10,000 in the New 
York Life Insurance Company at Los 
Angeles on or about the 10th day of 
February, 1899, and that he had given 
his note due in six months, for the 
premium upon said policy. Further 
that Wolfsohn authorized affiant to 
notify the insurance company “thst 
the said Wolfsohn was not dead, and 
to furnish the necessary proof of his 
being still alive, and that the reason 
for his not remaining longer to attend 
to the matter himself was that he, the 
said Aaron Wolfsohn, was compelled 
to leave on the evening of November 
19, 1899, to go to the city of London, 
Eng., on a matter of important busi- 
ness.” 

Thus, this very man, who had 
not had time in four months to write a 
line to his afianced wife, arrives from 
England on the night of November 18. 
and has time only to leave a power of 
attorney and affidavit of his existence 


the evening of November 19. His busi- 
ness in England, according to Lawyer 
O'Bryan of the New York Life, was 
“promoting.” He had been gone six 
months, during four months of which 
time Ms relatives had mourned him as 
dead. He stayed twenty-four hours or 
less, and returned to England to “pro- 
mote” some more. 

By a singular coincidence it was on 
the 20th day of November, the day after 
he had executed the power of attorney 
to his uncle, “to act in the matter af 
the false report, etc.,” that Lawyer N. 
H. Hanchette appeared at the office of 
the New York Life Insurance Company 


and demanded $2500 as the price for pro- 


ducing proof that Wolfsohn was alive. 
Some weeks ago The Times main- 
tained that these facts constituted 
proof that a huge swindle had been at- 
tempted in this case. If any proofs 
were lacking, they are supplied by the 
sworn affidavita of Wolfsctm, 8. Blu- 
menthal and Blumenthal. It is 
also evident that the insurance com- 
pany has been a party to the covering 
up of the fraud in that it did not pros- 


ecute the parties attempting it. 


Affidavits are also prod : 
A. D. Jones, the local agent of the 
company, and Dr. Carl Kurtz, local 
medical examiner for the company, 
positively identifying Aaron Wolfsohn, 
the man who was insured by the com- 
pany on the 18th day of March, 1899, as 
the same identical person who appeared 
in this city on the 30th day of December, 
1899, and repudiating a previous identi- 
fication, made August 9% 1899, of a 
corpse supposed to be the remains of 
Aaron Wolfsohn. 

An affidavit of Miss Nellie Collins de- 
clares that the man produced before 
her December 30, 1899, was not the indi- 


vidual who registered at her lodging - 


house July 21, 1899, as L. Reither. 
Three telegrams are attached as part 
of the exhibit accompanying the con- 
tract. One is from Benjamin Wolfsohn 
to C. G. Kellogg. Public Administrator, 
saying he is convinced his son is alive 
and waiving all claims to money re- 
ceived from the insurance company. A 
second telegram from Wolfsohn, senior, 
under date of January 1, authorizes At- 
torney O'Bryan of the insurance com- 
pany to represent him as attorney, and 
again withdrawing claim to the money. 
The third is from John A. McCall, 
president of the New York Life Insur- 
ance Company. authorizing Edward 
O’Bryan to sign receipts and indemnity 
and other documents necessary to re- 
cover and settle Wolfsohn insurance. 


GOVERNOR'S ORDERS. 


SUPERIOR JUDGE SHAW TO GO TO 
FRESNO. 

Once again Gov. Gage has desig- 
nated Superior Judge Shaw to 80 
north and try an important water suit.

J. R. Webb of Fresno county, who is 
disqualified in the trial that begins 
Monday, the &th inst.

STEAMER PATRIA RAISED. 


SHE FOUNDERS AGAIN, DROWN- 
ING FIVE PERSONS. 
IA. P. DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Jan. 4—{By Atlantſe Ca- 
ble.] The Hamburg-American line 
steamer Patria, which caught fire in 
the English Channel November 15, 
while on her way from New York to 
Hambure and which was abandoned 
the following day, when all attempts 
to tow her to some port had failed, the 
vessel going ashore between Walmer 
and the South Foreland, on the Kent- 
ish coast, was raised today. She sub- 
sequently foundered, however, and 
five persons were drowned.

Mr. Craw, in his paper, “Stopped at 
the Threshold,” refers to the attempts 
to destroy the mining scale. The trees 
infested with this variety were fumi- 
gated five times with hydrocyanic gas 
without compassing their destruction, 
and two dippings in strong insecticide 
had no effect in killing, and the trees 
were finally ordered burned by the 8u- 
perior Court of Los Angeles countv. 
The State Entomologist says there 
would be no possibility of destroying 
the mining scale were it to get a hold 
upon our orchards. The same pest was 
found upon “Ca jasmine” cuttings 
from Mexico, and tea twigs from Cey- 
lon. Three species of fringed scale were 
found upon trees imported from Cen- 
tral America and Honolulu, and red 
wax scale from the latter place and 
India. The quarantine officers also find 
the white wax scale, the thread scale 
and a “double scale,“ all upon Japanese 
importations, and a near relative of the 
San J scale, also from Japan. 

Mr. w lists several more new 
scale and aphis pests stopped on their 
way from Japan to colonize this coast. 
A great many unknown scale varietics 
have been discovered. leaf-eat- 
ing caterpillars, beetles, leaf-miners, 
stem and twig-borers, etc. The quar- 
antine office does not rest at fruit pests, 
but has practically stopped the impor- 
tation of vegetables from Honolulu be- 
cause the importations contained the 
magot of a fly fatal to cucumbers, me!- 
ons and squashes. “The State of Ore- 
gon lost $300,000 in one year from the 
damage done to the hop crop by the 
hop louse. Last spring two shipments, 
numbering 152,000 h plants, were re- 
celved from Kent, F. As the hop 
yards of Kent are known to be in- 
fected with the hop louse, we refused 
to allow the plants to be distributed, 
so they were deported toa State where 
they already have the pest. He also 

a pair of mongooses, or mon- 
geese, and had them destroyed. In fact, 
nothing seems to get past the vigilant 
eyes of the officials of Clay-street dock 
that might prove disastrous to the 
State's fruit interests. Mr. Craw's re- 
port to the Horticultural Board is full 
of interest and should be in the hands 
of all fruit growers. It is long cnough 
to make a good-sized pamphiet, and it 
should be printed and-«circulated all 
over the State.

They then leave the fruit and 
enter the ground, where they change 
to the chrysalie stage and undergo 
their change and come forth as perfect 
files, ready to spread to other trees 
and deposit their eggs on the fruit. 
“In preserving specimens of the 
maggots for the cabinet we put a 
number of them into 95 per cent. alco- 
hol and was astonished to notice their 
vitality. The first to succumb were 
after, they had been completely suo- 
merged for twelve minutes, and at the 
end of forty-two minutes several still 
had sufficient life to raise half of their 
bodies as if in an cffort to escape. No 
more ora will be admitted from 
there. Such a pest established in Call- 
fornia would soon seriously influence 
the sale and consumption of our or- 


anges. 
“Before concluding, I desire that 
fruit growers in the various counties 
Supervisors to 
nty Horticultural 
Commissioner all the ald they can, and 
in counties where no commissioners 
have been appointed to see that good, 
competent men are immediately se- 
lected and appointed to took after im- 
portations of trees and plants by rail 
from east of the ‘Rockies.’ In so doing 
you will protect your own property, 
and the State Board of Horticulture, 
through its regulatiuns and the State 
laws, will exetnd to you its support.”

POULTRY. 

With Common Sense. 
R. SORENSEN of Redondo sends 
The Times some valuable sugges- 
tions upon feeding hens and other 
interesting subjects relating to poultry. 
His ideas are embodied in the follow- 
ing paragraphs: 

“Hens will not pay unless supplied 
with the proper material for producing 
egen When at large they will pick 
cereals, seeds, worms, bugs, etc., and 
22 very fond of grass. When kept in 
an inclosure they cannot get the 
needed substances in the right propor- 
tions, and it follows that hens must be 
fed liberally to get the best results. 
You will soon find by experience just 
how much each will require. I have 
found that good wheat stands at the 
head of the list for feeding hens, and 
have it always so they can get all they 
want. Give them all they will eat of 
alfalfa, cabbage, lettuce and other 
green food, with ground bone, meat, 
slaked Mme, sharp gravel and broken 
crockery. Give your hens all they will 
eat and you will be surprised how t- 
tle they will consume. Occasionally a 
Bramah hen will get too fat to lay, 
but then you can get a good price for 
her in any market.

The remaining 
trees were sprayed with a 29 
cent. keroserie emulsion. The experi- 
ment was made in order to compare the 
value of the lime, sluphur and salt with 
that of the kerosene emulsion as an 
insecticide for San José scale. It was 
sought to discover if the emulsion, 
which could be applied much more 
easily, would be as effective as the 
other omy wash in destroying the 
scale. e trees were all sprayed 
within a week at about the middle of 
February, As insecticides both spray | 
washes were found effective. 

An unlooked-for result followed the 
different kinds of spraying. All of those 
trees which were sprayed with the 
emulsion bloomed several days earlier 
than those of the same varieties which 
were treated with the lime, sulphur 
and salt. The difference was most 
marked in the varieties which bloomed 
earliest, but was plainly noticeable in 
those which bloomed later. In the 
crabapples and Pearmains those trees 
which received the lime, sulphur and 
salt bloomed nearly ten days later than | 
those of the same varicties standing 
all about them which received the 
emulsion treatment. 

These results in a measure seem to 
be in harmony with those obtained 
several years ago by the University of 
Missouri in an endeavor to control the 
blossoming of early peaches. with a 
view to prevent freezing. This is a 
matter on which apparently few ex- 
periments have been made in Southern 
California. It is likely to attract con- 
siderable attention as a subject for ex- 
periments both as to keeping the bloom 
of fruit trees from freezing, and as to 
its bearing on pollination.

The Morelos 


N ONE of his late reports Alex - 

ander Craw, State Entomologist, 

gives some interesting facts about the 
Mexican orange worm, of which 80 
much has been said of late. When we 
consider the fact that so many fruit 
pests have slipped into California 
through the San Francisco customs- 
house, great attention should be paid 
to the suggestions of our quarantine 
officer, and his administration should 
be supported heartily by all fruit grow- 
ers. With a vigilant guard at the 
wharves of San Francisco, the danger 
of the introduction of insect infection 
should be greatly decreased and pos- 
sibly altogether prevented. It will be 
seen from the following extract that 
the dreadful Mexican pest has already 
been found in the imported fruit from 
Mexico, but as yet no evidence is seen 
that it has reached the orange orchards 
of Southern California: 

“The Morelos or Mexican orange 
maggot has made its appearance in 
Acapulco, Mex. Very few oranges are 
received from Southern Mexican ports, | 
but an invoice of eight cases, equal to 
sixteen boxes, arrived on the steamship 
Colon from Acapulco, on the Sth of

Mushrooms are springing up all over 
the land since the rains, and hundreds 
people are eating them this week 
who have not had the opportunity for 
months. The mushroom epicures should 
remember that some varieties contain 
exactly the same element that is in the 
kinds 
are not very common in California. 
One of them is called the “death cup.” 
Seventy-five per cent. of the victims of 
this mushroom are fatally stricken. 
Do not lose a chance at the oyster-like 
agaric because some of its species are 
virulently poison. The cultivated 
species is the Agaricus compestris, a 
nutritive and delicious mushroom. 
This, with hundreds of other edible 
varieties forms staple food supplies in 
many countries, and no one should deny 
himself this delicvious food who 
knows the edible varieties or can get 
them from trustworthy sources. Just 
now mushrooms are the most plenti- 

ful in supply seen for years. 


I have intended for some time to 
point out a new field of labor for two 
or three man, in every small town. In 
Azusa, the town with which I am best 
acquainted, there is work for at least 
two men in caring for the yards and 
gardens ng to men who have no 
time to care for them. Tramps make 
a house-to-house canvass of this field 
every day, and are sometimes forced to 
trim up the yards a little to get food. 
But the proper care of lawns and gar- 
dens io a trade in itself, and two or 
three competent men could find perma- 
nent employment at lucrative wages, 
keep their families comfortably and get 
a little home of their own by learning 
well to look after shrubs, ornamental 
lawns, 
and then occupying the flelds sug- 
gested. It would require very little 
scientific knowledge but plenty of prac- 
tical sense, and its fulfillment would 
give employment to several hundred 
more men in Southern California in an 
honorable and pleasant occupation. 


— 
Alexander Craw, the State Entomol- 
ogist, asks for more support to be 
given the horticultural commissions of 
the counties of the State. There is no 
question that the situation demands the 
most competent men to be found, and 
that the appointment of horticultural 
commissioners should be upon merit 
alone. Many counties have no com- 
mission, but none of the important 
fruit counties have neglected to select 
board of horticultural commissioners. 
Mr. Craw makes the point that there 
is work for all, and promises assist- 
ance to each board in the attempt to 
keep out pestiferous insects. 
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Jam, in my rounds afield, often re- 
ferred to the “hired man” for practical 
information upon ranch topics. Most 
of the fruit farms of large extent have 
a foreman each, to whom is given the 
detall of the business. In many cases 
the foreman’'s relations to his employer 
are confidential to a degree, the former 


| having entire charge, hiring help, con- 


tracting bills, disposing of the products 
of the ranch, signing checks and keep- 
ing all accounts. These employés are 
often men of influence in the com- 
munity equal to their employers. These 
men “carry the message to Garcia” in 
their own way and their goings about 
are not regulated by time or the rules 


them out. Change roosters every year, 
and get those not related. The best 
way is to get a setting of eggs and 
raise them yourself. If working for 
eges it is best to mix all kinds of 
breeds, as the more mixed the more 
vigorous they are. For running at lerge 
the Leghorn heads the list, and is 
probably the best exe producer. Hens 
do better in small flocks, say a dozen 
or fifteen hens and a rooster. 

“A nest fifteen or sixteen inches 
square is about right. Barrels with 
openings in the middie are favorite 
nests. Have plenty of water and a 
dust bath, if your hens are kept 
within an inclosure. A poultry-keeper 
should be satisfied with 159 eggs a year 
from each hen, but do not expect her 
to lay while moulting. She generally 
starts laying about Christmas, is at 
her best about April, and in October 
and November hardly lays at all. 

Start your young chicks with chopped 
bolled eggs for a week or two, 80 as 
to make them strong and vigorous. 
Keep them warm when they shed their 
feathers, which ie generally at from 
four to six weeks old. See that your 
setting hens get off their nests once a 
day to feed, clean and dust themselves, 
but don’t let them stay away more 
than half an hour. shells 
ground or crushed are good feed to 
serve, supplying lime and act as gravel. 
Cayenne pepper mixed with bran is 4 
great preventive of disease. Throw 
wood ashes in the chicken-house as 
the dust it makes helps to keep away 
the lice. If hens are fed liberally with 
the above varieties there is small 
chance for sickness. It is not worth 
while trying to cure a sick hen. Kill 
her.” 


THE DAIRY. 
Educating the Cow. 


HE Kansas State Agricultural Col- 
lege has been experimenting along 
the line of educating scrub cows. 
At present these cows present a sharp 


contrast, both in appearance and per- 
formance, to the time they first en- 
tered college. Their education has con- 
sisted of applications of scientific prin- 
ciples to their feed and care. 

On entering college, they would eat 
a little whole corn, and seemed to 
relish a straw stack, but had to be 
taught to eat meal and alfalfa. The 
first month the best cow yielded 288 
pounds of butter fat, the second month 
| 32.8 pounds, and the third month 37.1 
pounds. During the twelve months 
she produced 383.7 pounds butter fat 
(451 pounds butter.) Valuing skim 
milk at 15 cents per 100 unds, she 
jelded $73.17 worth of dairy products. 
ut the value of her education does not
